Finlev, Common wealth's Attorney for the 
the 12th Judicial District: Circuit Courts 
committee. 

ORDERS OF THE DAY. 

A House hill for the benefit of Frank Cat- 
ron, sheriff of Knox county, with the 
amendment offered by the Finance Commit- 
tee, was taken up.

Mr. BURN AM offered the following reso- 
tions : 

Resolved by the General Aesemlly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, 

1. That thy thanks of this General Assembly 

are hereby tendered to Major Gen. Rosecrans 
and the officers and soldiers under his command, 
for the skill, gallantry, and energy displayed by 
them in the goner.*l managemant of military af- 
fairs in the department of the Cuuiberiau J, and 
more especially for tho glorious victory which 
crowned our arms at Stone river and Murtrced- 
boro\ ^ 

2. That their thanks are also due to Maj. Gen. 
Buell, his officers and soldiers, for their zeal, en- 
ergy, courage, and success in expelling from the 
borders of tho Commonwealth of Kentucky, in 
the autumn of 1862, tho Confederate invaders 
under the rebel Generals Bragg and Ivirby Smith, 
and especially rejoice in the splendid triumph of 
our arms at Cnaplin Hills. 

Before action the hour arrived for the 
SPECIAL ORDER. 

Being the reports of the majority and mi- 
nority of the committee on Federal Rela- 
tions, together with the substitute offered for 
the report of the majority, by Mr. J. W. 
ANDERSON. Mr. TEVIS in the chair. 

Considerable discussion arose thereon, in 
which Messrs. FIN NELL, J. W. ANDER- 
SON, and MARTIN tqok part. 

Mr. BURN AM moved that the commit- 
tee rise, report progre>$, and ask leave to sit 
again to-morrow at 11 o’clock, A. M. 

The committee then rose, reported pro- 
gress, and had leave to sit again. 

And then the IIou6e adjourned. 

Mr. Sparks’ Resolutions. 

The following are the resolutions ottered 
“by Mr. Sparks, on Saturday, Feb. Till, in the 
Jlouae of Representatives: 

In times of war, as in peace, the Constitution of 
the United States is the supreme law of the land. 
It proscribes tho powers of the Government no less 
in its executive, than in other departments, 
and it is tho only legal bond of union between the 
States? 

Tho Federal Government, as defined by the 
Constitution, when exercising the powers granted 
,-tl> it, is entitled to the allegiance and full 



[support of every good citizen, and loyalty to 
i tho Government imposes the strongest obli- 
gations to support tho administration in the 
j enforcement ol' tho laws, and it is the duty 
! of all good citizens to rosist all encroach- 
ments upon their liberties, and to defend the Con- 
jstitution of their country and the Union of these 
States from tho assaults of foreign and domestic 
traitors, and ho who violates this principle is dis- 
loyal to tho Constitution and an enemy to the 
freedom of his country. 

Tho Federal Government dorives all its legiti- 
mate powers from the Constitution, and, in obe- 
dience to it, is bound to use every effort to suppress 
tho rebellion now exiting in tho seceded States; 
and if the administrators of tho Government fail to 
perform this duty, they will, themselves, sooner 
or later, bo overthrown by an intelligent, virtu- 
ous, and free people by tho peaceful exercise of 
their sovereign powers at the ballot box. Tho 
Government that has no power to punish armed 
rebels against its laws, cannot afford proper pro- 
tection to its citizens. 

The history of the present administration of 
the so-called Confederate Government is a history 
uf repeated injuries and usurpations tending di- 
rectly to the overthrow of he liberties of the 
people, and a consolidation of all political power 
in tne hands of a few, and the erection of a gieat 
military despotism as tyrannical and despotic os 
the worst Government of Europe, to prove which, 
we refer to the following facts: 

The President of the so-called Confederate 
States has, without authority, su* pended the w it 
of habeas . orpu* t thus striking a deadly bRw at the 
liberties ot the people. 

lie has caused L yal citizens to be arrested and 
transported to diataut States and incarcerated in 
ioatbsomc prisons, without charge or accusation 
against them. 

Jic has denic < to citizens thus arrested and impris- 
oned, a trial by jury, or, indeed, any trial, and 
has withheld from them all knowledge or infor- 
mation as to their accusers, or the causes of their 
arrest. 

lie iias subjected his prisoners, thus held to bar- 
barous and inhuman treatment, endangering both 
lite and health, and has required hundreds of 
them, so held, as a condition upon which they 
might be released, to take illegal oaths, arbitarily 
prescribed by himself or his agents. 

He has attempted to dostroy the freedom of the 
press by tho forcible supresHon of newspipers, 
because they saw proper to criticise the measures 
of his administration; and such as have escaped 
suppression have been subjected to a censorship 
wholly incompatible with freedom of thonghl or 
expression of opinion. 

He has attempted to destroy the freedom of 
speech by arresting citizens who animadverted 
upon the measures of his administration. 

IIo has caused to be arrested persons engaged 
in circulating petitions for the signatures of tho 
people, thus interfering with the right of petition. 

lie has wholly disregarded the right of the 
people to be “secure in their persons, houses, pa- 
pers and effects against unreasonable searches and 
seizures.** 

He has, in some of tho States, (among which 
Virginia aud Tonnesse may be particularly men- 
tioned,) forcibly wrested from the citizen his right 
to be a candidate for office within the gift of the 
people, thus striking down the elective franchise; 
and eminent citizens of this and other States are 
now in confinement in distant prisons for no other 
known reason than that they were loyal to tho 
Government of our fathers. 

He has quartered his troops in the houses of 
our citizens against their will ; and he has permit- 
ted them to overrun the State^ destroy ing houses 
and the fencing of farms and lots ; they have 
sacked the houses of peaceful and loyal citizens, 
destroying their furniture, family pictures, car- 
pets, clothing, and other articles of household 
goods, aud robbed them of their silver-ware, 
stock and provisions. 

He has permitted his wagon-masters and others, 
with armed 'soldiers, to seize tho corn, oats, and 
hay, ifcc., of our loyal citizens for the use of the 
rebel army, without their consent, fixing their 
own price upon them, and making their own esti- 
mate as to the value and quantity taken, and giv- 
ing no receipt, name or voucher whereby the own- 
er could successfully seek his pay, or paid in Con- 
federate money of small value. 

lie has permitted his officers and soldiers to en- 
tico slaves from loyal masters and owners, take 
thorn within their camps, and by force protect 
litem from reclamation ; and when the owner has 
attempted to recover and protect his property, ho 
has been maltreated and imprisoned. 

Ho has permitted his officers and soldiers, without 
authority, of law, to levy large contributions of 
mouoy upon unoffending citizens, under the pre- 
tonso of reimbursing other citizens for losses sus- 
tained by the casualties of war. 

He has, by force of arms, taken possession of 
large quantities of wheat, and taken possession 
of mills to grind his stolen breadstuff.-, and re- 
fused to permit our citizens to grind on them 
wheat or corn necessary for their families. 

lie has signed bills of confiscation, confiscat- 
ing all tho property of loyal citizens and for- 
eigners who rclused allegiance to his new Con- 
federacy. 

He has signed bills to prevent citizens of the 
so-called Confederate State from paying their 
just und honest contracts to citizens and mer- 
chants of the Northern States; putting men un- 
der bonds and compelling them to be dishonest, 
whether they will or n<jt. 

He has permitted his officers and soldiers, with 
impunity, to murder the peaceable and loyal citi- 
zens of the State of Kentucky. 

)lo has utterly set aside tho Constitution of the 
United States, and is engaged in an armed rebel- 
lion for the avowed pnrposo of overthrowing the 
Government, trampling tho Constitution under- 
foot, and thus depriving the people of their 
priceless liberties. In conjunction with many 
onco highly honored citizens of KenfUcky, he 
bas raised his parucidal hand against the Gov- 
ernment and country that educated him, in its 
bounty protected him all his past life, bestowed 
upon him many honorable positions, and would 
ntill delight to honor him, were he not engaged 
in a monstrous and iniquitous rebellion and de- 
serving of a traitor’s doom. 

In view of the loregomg facts, the truth of 
which cannot be denied, no do firmly believe, and 
solemnly declare, that any countenance furnished 
the Executive of the so-called Confederate States, 
in the prosecution of this unholy war, tends im- 
mediately and directly to the overthrow of both 
the Federal and State Governments — wherefore, 

1. Revolted by the G-neral Ass* mb! y of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky , 

That Kentucky will, by all constitutional means 
in her power, protect her citizens in the enjoy uient 
of the elective franchise, the benefits of the writ 
of habeae corpus, the security of their persons and 
property, against the unconstitutional edict of the 
Confederate Executive and their enforcement by 
the army under his control. 

‘2. Resolved, That the Constitution of tho Uni- 
ted States is tho supreme law of tho land, and 
every citizen of Kentucky ought to yield full and 
implicit obedience to it; and that “Kentucky un- 
derstands her own interests too well to be thank- 
ful for gratuitous advice as to the mode in which 
she should manage them, and when she wants the 
assistance of any outside administration of her af- 
fairs, she claims the privilege of originating the 
suggestion” — consequently the propositions of 
tho Confederate States for Kentucky’s alliance is 
hereby scornfully rejected. 

o. Resolved, That the Proclamations of the Pres- 
ident of the United totates, dated September 22d, 
1862, and January 1st, 1863, purporting to eman- 
cipate the slaves in certain Stales und parts of 
Slates, set forth therein, are unwarranted by any 
code, either civil or military, and of such charac- 
ter and tendency as not to be submitted to by a 
people jealous of their liberties. 

4. Resolved, That Kentucky will cordially unite 
with the Democracy of the Northern States in an 
earnest endeavor to bring about a speedy termi- 
nation of the existing war. 

5. Resolved, That Kentucky’s interest and duty 
| urge her to cling to the Union with tenfold tena c- 
j ity, now that both the extreme sectional parties of 

tho country are arrayed against it, and that she 
. intends to do so regardless of any sacrifice other 
i than her honor. 

0. Resolved, That Kentucky fondly symoa- 
! thizes with all her citizens who have been afllut- 
ed during tho progress of this unfortunate war, 
and while she mourns her illustrious dead who 
have fallen on many battle fields, she has the con- 
solation of knowing that they fell nobly fighting 
| in the cause of Union and Freedom. 

7. Resolved, That we, as loyal men and Ken- 
tuckians, are for all our rights iu the Union, 
peaceably if wo can, forcibly if we must; that we 

j ask noth.ng but what is constitutional and just, 
and if we submit to wrongs it will only be when 
j we cannot help ourselves. 

8. Resolved , That the Governor of Kentucky 



is hereby requested to forward t copy of the fore- 
going preamble and resolutions to tho President 
of the United State*, and to each of our Sena- 
tors and Representatives in Congress.

There are some things certain with regard 
to this class of men. They have opposed 
the war for the protection and preservation 
of the Union, from the beginning; oppose 
it now, and declare their purpose to withhold 
men and money to prosecute it further.

Their 
is no odor of loyalty about them. Their 
whole conduct, their daily walk and conver- 
sation, and associations, for eighteen months, 
have convinced every one in the community 
that they are secessionists, and we care not 
what name they have. We only know that 
they are against their country, and tiiat all 
their talk, influence, and sympathies are on 
the side of the rebels. 

Every man must take sides. He could 
not if he would, and should not if he could, 
avoid the issue. lie who is not for his coun- 
try is against it.

The Rebel Convention on the 18th inst. 

As the rebels have concluded to hold a 
State convention in Frankfort, on the 18th 
instant, for the real purpose of laying plans 
for carrying Kentucky into the Southern 
Confederacy, and as all the rebels through- 
out theState ought to have fair and full no- 
ticeof the penalties attached to the crime 
their leaders are urging them to commit, it 
might not be out of place, at this time, to 
re-publish the first section of an act of the 
Legislature of Kentucky in reference to this 
subject, approved August 28, 1862, which 
reads as follows : 

“That if any person shall, within this 
State, hold any secret or public meetings, or 
unite with, or belong to any secret club or 
association, knoym by him or them to be in- 
tended to effect, promote, or endanger the sep 
aration or secession of this State from the 
■ Government or Union of the United States, 
or to effect, promote, or encourage the incorpo- 
ration or union of this State with the so-call- 
ed Southern Confederacy, every such person, 
upon conviction thereof, shall, be confined in 
the Penitentiary not less than one, nor more than 
jive years." [See printed laws, page 20. J 

As the rebels throughout the State, who 
are invited to attend this meeting, really 
gotten up for treasonable purposes, may not 
be aware ol the penalties denounced against 
such crime, this notice may prove a blessing 
to them. 

In addition, it might be well to advise all 
rebeldom throughout Kentucky that the 
Grand Jury for Franklin county will be in 
session in Frankfort on the 18th of this 
month, and that the law will be rigidly en- 
forced against all traitors who may dare to 
violate the above seotion, by holding a Jeff.
